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Norfolk County Health Unit Report 


To the Chairman and Members of 
the Board of Health for Board meeting on 
October 23rd, 1957. 

The Unit is still in the position of being set up and 
is seriously handicapped by office congestion, lack of 
facilities and lack of completion of carpentry and 
painting work etc. It has also been handicapped by flu 
affecting the one stenographer and two of the public 
health nurses to date. This report is therefore, of neces- 
sity sketchy because the Unit is handicapped by being 
forced to combine the processes of giving some service 
with setting up the Unit administratively. 


1. SANITARY INSPECTION 


The Chief Health Inspector visited many facilities 
in the County including Simcoe sometimes in the com- 
pany with the Medical Officer of Health, sometimes 
not. Facilities inspected were dairies, sewage treat- 
ment plant, water works, garbage dumps and so on. 
Numerous requests for assistance have come in and 
have been dealt with wherever possible. The Chief 
Health Inspector has also worked with a representative 
of the Ontario Water Resources Commission. 


Arrangements were made by the Chief Health 
Inspector to cover the Ploughing Match in the Tented 
City and to control sanitary problems arising. This 
was an extremely time consuming effort considering 
the shortness of notice. Dr. Raymond from the Brant 
County Health Unit and Health Inspector Elly of the 
Elgin-St. Thomas Health Unit came down and helped. 
It point up the necessity for additional Sanitary In- 
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spectors to be appointed in the area. The Ploughing 
Match insofar as sanitary control is concerned went 
over very smoothly. — 


2. SCHOOL HEALTH 


Medical Inspection of school entrants was com- 
menced last week with St. Stephen’s School in Hough- 
ton. Children were examined by the Medical Officer of 
Health and immunized and parents advised. Any de- 
viations from normal were referred to the general 
practitioner. All schools have been visited by the 
nurses, and the teachers interviewed. Fifty-eight 
children were given special inspection by the nurses, 
two hundred and fifty-eight classrooms were seen 
rapidly by the nurses for obvious signs of infection. 
Twenty children were excluded from school because of 
pediculosis and their parents instructed regarding 
treatment. Seven children were found to have defective 
vision and the parents were advised to refer them to 
their doctor. 126 children have been tested for visual 
acuity. 


The Chief Health Inspector has spent one morn- 
ing with each nurse visiting representative schools in 
the different school districts to get some idea of the 
task involved with respect to their supervision. 


HOME VISITS 


In August and September, the Public Health 
Nurses visited one hundred and fifty-eight families 
throughout the County. These visits were made on 
behalf of 137 infants, 20 pre-school children and 20 
school children, 7 adults and 16 pre- natal cases. Three 
visits were made to TB suspects and one venereal 
disease suspect. 
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MEETINGS, CONFERENCES ETC. 


The Public Health Nurses made 157 calls on 
reeves, town clerks, councillors etc. They have atten- 
ded 20 teachers’ meetings and addressed them briefly, 
most times in the company of the Nursing Supervisor, 
occasionally by themselves, on one occasion accom- 
panied by the Medical Officer of Health. The nurses 
were invited to attend four township council meetings 
and did so. The Supervisor of Public Health Nurses 
and the Chief Health Inspector visited the Oxford 
County Health Unit at Woodstock and also the Labora- 
tory at the Ontario Hospital. The Medical Officer of 
Health, the Supervisor. of Public Health: Nurses and 
the Chief Health Inspector attended a Norfolk County 
Medical Society Dinner Meeting at Port Dover and 
addressed the doctors on the Health Unit and also a 
meeting of the Middleton Township Council together 
with the Public Health Nurse Miss Stover. Three 
senior members of the staff have spent one day in 
Toronto so far discussing problems with directors of 
various divisions of the Ontario Health Department; 
they will be spending one day in St. Catharines, this 
is to-morrow, discussing procedures, forms, techniques 
and set-ups with the St. Catharines - Lincoln Health 
Unit. They wi!l be spending another day this week in 
Toronto discussing problems with Health Department 
officials and probably another day next week. 


Apart from the above, numerous contacts have 
been made with organizations such as the Children’s

Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, 
beg leave to report as follows: 


We have had three committee meetings during the 
year. The fire guards in all plantations have been 
worked twice. We had 17,000 trees planted last Spring, 


and the same number are ordered for next year’s plant- 
ing. 


There has been, approximately, 100 m. ft. of 
lumber cut and most of it has been sold. There has 
been 700 cords of pulpwood, 320 cords of kiln wood, 
and 100 cords of poplar bolts cut and sold. Some of the 
pulpwood is not delivered yet. We have a contract for 
the same amount for next year, and cutting has now 
been started. 


As of November 27, 1957, the Reforestation 
account stands as follows:

A By-Law to appoint High School Trustees for 
the various High School Districts in the County of 
Norfolk. 


WHEREAS under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165, 
Section 25 (1), High School Trustees shall be ap- 
pointed at the last regular meeting held by the appoint- 
ing body in the calendar year and shall take office on 
the lst day of January of the following year. 


AND WHEREAS under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 
165, Section 18 (4) (a) (b) the Council of the County 
may appoint one trustee for each High School District 
who shall hold office for one year. 


AND WHEREAS under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 
165, Section 19 (1) (b) (1) where the majority of the 
members of a High School Board or Board of Educa- 
tion favours the appointment of more than one trustee 
by a County Council, the Board may request the 
Council of the County to appoint three trustees instead 
of one. 


AND WHEREAS under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 
165, Section 19 (2) and where a County Council 
appoints three trustees to a High School Board of a 
Board of Education, one of such trustees shall retire 
each year. 


AND WHEREAS the Delhi District High School 
Board has requested, by resolution, that three trustees 
be appointed for the Delhi District High School Board. 


THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Council 
of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled that:

(1) Mr. H. J. Barrett of the Town of Port Dover 
be hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the 
Simece District High School Board for the year 1958.

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BY-LAW NO. 1025 


A By-Law of the County of Norfolk to establish 
a Civil Defence Committee. 


WHEREAS Section 387 of The Municipal Act, 
R.S.O. 1950, provides that By-Laws may be passed for 
aiding the establishment or maintenance of local Civil 
Defence Committees and for providing money for air- 
raid precaution or other similar work within a 
Municipality. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to ap- 
point a Civil Defence Committee for the County of 
Norfolk.
